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Future of Local Libraries. 


In his article, the Future of Local 
Libraries, in the June Atlantic, Mr. Jus- 
tin Winsor speaks of the weight of 
dead books in our smaller libraries: 

It isa common experience in local 
libraries that their shelves become 
weighted with books practically dead, 
which have been poured into the col- 
lection from overstocked garrets, and 
have escaped from households at the 
refurnishing of family sitting-rooms. 
Such books take the same space that 
active ones do, and require as much 
care and cost of cataloguing, and almost 
always fail of the proper mission of a 
book,—to be read. This is an old 
grievance, and has been much talked 
about. In the big Report on Public 
Libraries, issued by the national Bu- 
reau of Education in 1876, the sugges- 
tion was made that some system should 
be devised by which the large libraries 
of the country should have the chance 
of selecting, from such a superfluous 
mass what they could. make -use of, 
while the rest should be sent to the 
auction room or the paper mill. When 
this hint was thrown out, seventeen 
years ago, there was little chance of 
any result from such ruthless advice, 
since it was thought that the sensibili- 
ties of givers of books should be re- 
spected; and it was a hard thing for 
the board of trustees of any local library 
to consent to a diminution of the count 
of volumes in its rivalry with neighbor- 
ing towns. If perhaps a college stu- 
dent, home on his vacation, chanced 
to ask for one of these despised vol- 
umes, the incident held to be 
enough to vitalize the whole of them, 

The public mind, in such a condition, 
seldom or never acts without a leader, 
and it is not every man who has the 
courage to conduct his neighbors to the 
right. The last report of the public 
library of Quincy, Mass., shows that in 
Mr. Charles Francis Adams its board 
of trustees had a chairman who dared 
to become a champion of intelligence 
against slumberous tradition. Mr. Ad- 
ams squarely met the question of anew 
extension of their library building by 
packing off to the auction room some 
thousands of just such books, rubbish 
there, but possibly provender in some 
other place.

A Word from the Fair. 
Mr, Townsman: 

The more one looks into this World’s 
Fair, the larger, and more varied and 
complex it seems. Weeks and months 
would not exhaust it. 

Among the wonderful. exhibits are 
the Agricultural and = Tlorticultural. 
Each has a large building divided and 
alotted to separate States and all filled 
with the choicest specimens of its kind, 
from about all, if not quite all, the 
states of the Union, and some from 
foreign countries. Besides these many 
of the individual states have their own 
separate buildings and yery large dis- 
plays of their own products in them, 
An Agricultural Fair,” you will say. 
Yes. Perhaps some of our farmers 
would like to look in on it. Suppose 
we step into Washington. First, look 
at a flag staff standing before the door 
of the house. It is the trunk of a yel- 
low fir, 31-2 feet in diameter at the 
ground, rising 215 feet, straight as’an 
arrow, and 17 inches in diameter at the 
top. In cutting down the tree it was 
broken off No record of the length of 
this missing part is given, Then notice 
the foundation of this house. It con- 
sists of squared logs laid up one on an- 
other several feet high. The bottom 
row is 3 by 8 1-2 ft. square, 125 feet 
long, that being the size of the house. 
These were taken froma tree 350 ft. 
high, 7 1-2 ft. in diameter, 

Fruit, vegetables and grain of every 
description and in great abundance, 
and of full size, arranged in the most 
attractive order, fill the large building, 
It is impossible to convey much of an 
idea of it on. paper. Tt must. be seen. 
By measuring, we found for example, 
a carot 2 feet 3 inches long, broken off 
at the end, whether by the vengeful 
Chinaman pulling from below, may be 
questioned; a beet 9 inches in diame- 
ter; a potato 15 inches long, weighing 
5 pounds. For fruit we saw an orange 
pear 9 1-2 inches long, besides the 
stem, 5 1-2 inches in diameter, weigh 
ing 4 3-4 pounds; an apple weighing 
2 pounds 4 ounces; and multitudes of 
other large and beautiful fruits. In 
reply to a question, one of the attend- 
ants said that the soil of that state in 
some parts was 100 feet deep. His 
neighbor sank a well that deep before 
reaching bottom. - Lest visitors or 
your readers should think Washington 
is made up wholly of big trees and 
vegetables that state has sent along a 
little lump of coal as a sample. The 
card attached says it is 26 feet long, 5 
feet 8 inches wide and 5 feet 4 inches 
high, and weighs 50,220 pounds. It re- 
quired a special roadway to be made 
from the railroad terminus (it 1s all 
sand here), and a truck with the wheel 
tires 2 feet 6 inches wide, and required 
16 horses to haul it to its present po- 
sition. 

This from one state. Several others 
equal it in some products, perhaps sur-

pass it. For example California shows | 


several specimens of the’ Shaddock or- 
ange measuring almost 6 inches in di- 
ameter, a field squash ‘weighing 140 
pounds, a Hubbard squash 81 pounds, 
about 2 feet through and 20 inches 
high, a Mangel Wurzel beet 90 pounds, 
and one, weight not given, measuring 
4 feet 7 inches in length, perhaps 6 
inches in diameter. 

Magnificent specimens of all sorts of 
grain abound. Great is the display of 
corn, much used for ornamental pur- 
purposes in these, buildings. But 
enough for the present. This is not 
written with a view to induce our An- 
dover farmers to migrate to Washing- 
ton or other Western states, but just 
to let them see what they are doing out 
here, and that it is useless for them to 
compete in the Chicago market. pb. 


Wyoming—Its Climate and Irrigation, 

Fully two months ago the short, crisp 
buffalo grass started up and grew long 
enough for the sheep to pick, though 
horses and cattle could get but tanta- 
lizing tastes which made them wander 
restlessly {up and down over the hills 
and hollows in search of better grazing, 
thus weakening themselves and be- 
coming an easier prey to our cold, wet 
spring storms. The grass is now on an 
average only two or three inches high, 
though in sheltered spots it has reached 
twice that height. The reason is that 
as a rule'we have more cold, wet, really 
bad weather in May than we do in Jan- 
Three weeks ago some ten in- 
ches of snow fell in three days.: half 
of that in the valleys melted as it fell; 
it had all disappeared after two days of 
sunshine. That in the mountains lay 
longer. This week we had three days 
of sleet and snow from tne east. A 
day’s sun has bared the green grass 
and spring flowers uninjured, vut from 
my window as I write I can see the 
snow drifts in the hills that will per- 
haps lie there till July. 

The ground is now thoroughly satu- 
rated with moisture yet such is the dry- 
ing effect of our hot sunshine and 


fierce, dry winds that perhaps in a week 


it will be necessary to turn the water 
from our irrigating ditches upon our 
gardens, Last year on the 5th of June 
nearly two feet of snow fell here ‘and 
the same thing is apt to occur this 
year, Such remarkable variations are 
of course due to our high altitude, 
about 5000 feet or practically the same 
as the summit of Mt. Washington. 
Much the same kind of variable weath« 
er and quick shifting of sun and 
shadow, and apparently confused med- 
ley of budding twigs and melting drifts 
may be seen on a trip to the summit of 
Mt. Wachusett on a spring day. When 
I add that frosts sometimes occur here 
every month of the year, those readers 
of the TowNsMAN who know by long 
and laborious experience the difficulty 
of producing good crops from the _hill- 
sides and valleys of the Shawsheen, 
may think that farming in such a coun- 
try as this would be well nigh impos- 
sible; but such is by no means the case. 

You can find upon most any map of 
Wyoming, on the North Platte river, a 
little east of the central part of the 
state, Fort Fetterman now abandoned. 
Eighteen miles south of Fetterman the 
country begins to grow rough and 
twenty-five miies further south brings 
us into the lower range of hills with 
mountains all about us; These moun- 
tains are well timbered so -that the 
snow fallis abundant. This produces 
many creeks and rivulets which fre 
foaming torrents in the spring, often 
almost unfordable but in the summer 
and fall they may be crossed on step- 
ping stones. 

Along these creeks are many good 
ranches all furnished with irrigating 
ditches. Some of these ditches are 
what are called high water ditches. 
These ditches are dug level with the 
bed of the creek and filled by the high 
water without the trouble and expense 
of building dams. When dams. are 
needed they are cheaply built by laying 
rows of cottonwood poles across trans-\ 


verse logs each log fora new row of 
poles being placed a little above the 
log just below it—by above here I mean 
up stream. The last row of poles is 
covered with a layer of sagebrush and 
stones; the creek soon fills the inter- 
stices with sediment brought down 
during high water, and the dam is done.

little home market, for our products so 
that no more is raised than can be con- 
sumed on the ranch by the family and 
stock, with the exception of butter, 
eggs and hay which may be traded for 
‘groceries. There is a pleasant air of 
prosperity about these irrigated farms, 
The old log cabins are’ being replaced 
by frame houses; the barns} are sur- 
rounded by haystacks. ‘The work and 
saddle horses have plenty of oats and 
wheat to eat and are fat. Ihave never 
seen elsewhere horses that excel ours 
for bone, muscle, and wind. Ina few 
years Wyoming will produce draught 
borses equal to the best. 

The cost of living in the country is 
not great. A friend of mine with his 
wife and child spends in cash during a 
year less than $150. The balance is 
provided by the ranch. They live as 
well as any one needs to live. 

This country, however, is by no 
means so good a farming country as 
the region about Buffalo in the vicinity 
of the Big Horn Mountains. The 
scenery among these rugged spurs of 
the Rocky Mountains is grand and in- 
spiring.. To the south and east is Lara- 
mie Péak 411,000 feet high. There is 
an individuality about a mountain. 
Anything that has withstood the rav- 
ages of time and has passed through 
countless vicissitudes unchanged is en- 
titled to our respect and veneration. 
Nature seems much nearer and more 
communicative among the mountains. 

At the heads of the creeks up in the 
mountains are beautiful glades or parks, 
as we call them, usually well timbered. 
Here the altitude renders farming im- 
practicable but in the short summers 
the grass grows knee high, and cattle 
become yery fat, while in the long win- 
ters the snow 1s often piled level with 
the fences, and the cattle must be fed. 

Berries grow in profusion along the 
creeks, wild gooseberries and currants, 
sand-cherries and choke-cherries and 
plums. All these make good preserves. 
Along the Platte grow the small red 
bulberries and squaw berries which 
make an excellent substitute for cran- 
berry sauce. Bears are very fond of 
these berries and often come down to 
the choke cherry patches close to. the 
ranches. 

Wyoming is a very pleasant place in 
which to live. Last year snow fell in 
every month but July, August, and Sep- 
tember. There was frost in every 
month but July and August. We have 
three months summer and nine months 
winter with a taste of spring in Jan- 
uary. We can work out doors without 
discomfort when the thérmometer is 
20 deg. below zero and sunstrokes are 
unknown at a temperature of 110 deg. 

Wyoming is young, somewhat wild 
and inclined to be obstreperous, like all 
young creatures that begin to feel their 
oats; with a scanty population it is 
true, and not free from the derision of 
the somewhat scornful better-than- 
those East. Tryégreatness has always 
been derided and we of the West are 


destined to furmsh a constantly in- 
creasing proportion of the brain and 
sinew of the Republic. It is not be- 
yond the bounds of reason that Wyo- 


hay and grain; generally, too, there is 
water enough for gardens during July 
and August if used with care. There 
is considerable work about farming by 
irrigation, such as cleaning out ditches, 
building laterals, gateways, and sluices 
but it undoubtedly pays because it 
nsures a crop every season. In dry 
seasons when the. most work has to be 
done the best prices are obtained. We 
raise some excellent wheat and oats, 
beef can be fattened for market on our 
native blue-stem hay: we cut two, and 
in favorable. seasons, three.crops of al- 
falfa. We raise better potatoes than 
can be grown in Massachusetts and all 
garden vegetables are as good. This 
is due to our short warm seasons and to 
the fact that we can water our gardens 
just when water is needed. We have

The Sixty-fourth Anniversary of 
Abbot Academy. 


The sixty-fourth anniversary of Abbot 
Academy is now a thing of the past, but 
it is safe to say that never have the ex- 
ercises attending such an occasion passed 
off more successfully than those of the 
past week. Every one was satisfied even 
with the weather. More delightful days 
could hardly have been desired. 

The South Church was none too large 
to accommodate the audience which 
gathered there last Sunday morning to 
listen to the annual baccalaureate ser- 
mon, which was delivered by Prof. Geo. 
F, Moore of the Seminary. A chorus of 
young ladies from the Academy, under 
the direction of Prof. S. M. Downs, or- 
ganist, rendered the music of the morn- 


ing. Prof. Moore gave a very appropri- 
ate, earnest, and uplifting address 


on the “Christian Idea of Culture.” He 
took as his text Eph. 5:8, ‘Walk as chil- 
dren of Light.’ Among other things he 
said: 

“Since the world began there has been 
a continual struggle for supremacy be- 
tween the two great elements, light and 
darkness; hght kindly and beneficent, 
darkness horrible and destructive. Good- 
ness and truth, ever present with. light, 
had to contend against the prince of 
darkness and his legions, and only by un- 
abated labor and energy have the two 
former held their places in the foremost 
rank of the world. Man is naturally cor- 
rupt and evil, and St. John writes as a 
proof that men loved the darkness rather 
than the light because their deeds were 
evil. The ancient Greeks held that all 
moral evils were the consequence of igno- 
rance and quite rightly too. 

This struggle between light and dark- 
ness, or truth and eyil, brought about 
the high state of culture, intellectual and 
moral, which has so characterized Greek 
history. . 

The Christian idea of culture is not ex- 
clusively intellectual, but is to make rea- 
son and the will of God prevail. Culture 
is a cultivation of ourselves, others may 
inspire, but the work is ours alone. Gen- 
uine culture is best defined as self-effec- 
tuation. That we may know ourselves, 
make the most of ourselves, and be our- 
selves entirely. A person with the great- 
est amount of knowledge may not be 
aes h so cultured as a person possessed 
of only their homely mother tongue. Al- 
lied with culture 1s religion. 

For complete. culture, three essential 
things are necessary: First, all truth; 
second, jintegrity, rectitude, faithfulness 
to the nighest idea of right, in thought 
and speech as well as acts, in small 
things as well as great; third, goodness, 
including all that is sweet and lovely, 
benevolence, sympathy, self-sacrifice. 
Goodness is the crown of culture. 

Addressing directly the graduates 
Prof. Moore said in part: What I have 
said is Iam sure not unfamiliar to you. 
Your teachers have told you before of 
this high idea of culture, deep, broad and 
symmetrical. This culture cannot be 
given or bought, but must be wrought 


-out by yourselves in the world not in the 


school. From these school doors go 
forth to the university of life, true, hon- 
orable, just, pure, sweet. Prove for 

ourselves the well known saying, “The 

est man is he who trles to be perfect, 
the happiest he who knows he is per- 
fect... Go forth in union with God to 
make reason and the power of God pre- 
vail inthe world. Array yourselves 
under the banner of the son, knight er- 
rant of the train of light, do battle with 
every evil for righteousness in that day 
which knows no night. Make the world 
brighter by your living, walk as the chil- 
dren of light.’’ 

Monday evening the pupils of Prof. 
Downs gave a most delightful: musical in’ 
Abbot Academy Hall, 

Tuesday the weather continued beau- 
tiful and the class day exercises passed 
off very successfully. At 9o’clock in the 
forenoon the following programme was 
carried out at'the Academy Hall: Music, 
Scherzo and Trio-Saran, Miss Emerson 
and Miss Carleton; essay, ‘‘The Novel 
as an Educator,’’ Miss Annie D. Ingalls; 
discussion, “Resolved, That America has 
not to-day the conditions for the develop- 
ment;’’ affirmative, Miss A. L. Hitch- 
cock; negative, Miss Susan B. Chase; 
French essay, ‘‘Un Souvenir D’Enfance,”’ 
Miss Mary A. Thompson; three phases 
of educational methods—The Text Book, 
Miss Anna E, Finch; the Lecture, Miss 
Elizabeth D. Nichols; Laboratory Work, 
Miss Caddie M. Abbott; essay ‘‘Present

The lower cannot carry the 
higher with it and by suvordinating the 
lower anf exercising our higher powers 
will we oyly be happy and receive the 
richest blessing. 

Simplicity of character should be aimed 
at, but never talked about. The moment 
we attempt to gain simplicity by appear- 
ing atease for the mere sake Of public 
opinion, just then we become the. most 
awkward. Simplicity will never come 


by study. Moreover we must look be- 
yond,

ability. Let us not lose our bette, selves 
by striving after impossibilities, 

The other door is Self-sacrifice, and to 
be self-sacrificing is indeed a hard task 
Selfishness, despite theologians, is the 
root of all-evil. It is the original sin 
Love, on the other hand, is the hardest 
thing in the world to acquire. But when 
once true love has entered our lives. it so 
rounds them out to the fullest perfection 
that selfishness is curbed and self-sacyi- 
fice takes its place. Phillips Brooks hag 
rightly said “To be ourselves we must 
be more.

Flushing Fresh Water Pipes, 

A vegetable growth in the water mains 
at St. Paul has been the cause of some 
trouble. The first case was discovered 
by the superintendent in one of two 
service pipes in a single trench supply- 
ing a double house. A complaint was 
made of bad water, which flushing failed 
toimprove. One of the pipes delivered 
pure water, and one supplied a muddy 
liquid that was of no use, These facts led 
to the conclusion that one of the services 
was foul, and the remedy applied on this 
supposition proved effective. The boiler 
of a portable engine was connected with 
the faucet of the kitchen sink from 
which the muddy water came and a 
steam pressure of 70 pounds forced 
against the 85 pounds water pressure for 
80 minutes—thereby driving the water 
out of the pipe. 

Since that time the pipe has always 
delivered clear water, and 12 similar 
cases have been successfully treated in 
the same manner. Great care has to Le 
taken that there are no leaks in the serv- 
ice pipes and that none of the fittings 
are open during the steaming process,— 
Engineering; Record.

MISS LIZZIE BORDEN, 
NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 16—For an

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TO AMATEUR MUSICIANS. 


6 me Hints Which, if Followed, Will Be 
Found Quite Advantageous. 

The following is a series of hints to 
foung singers and would be singers 
which have been received from one of 
Boston’s well known musicians: 

Start under the right instruction. It is 
far better to begin right in middie life 
than wrong in youth. 

Study everything carefully, for ‘what's 
worth doing at all is worth doing well.” 

Cultivate refinement in al) things, The 
tastes, inclinations and tendencies of the 
ringer, whether refined or coarse, are un- 
nvoidably made manifest in the inter- 
pretation of the music she sings. 

Keep up with the events of the world 
in a general way, but while studying 
music live in‘an atmosphere of music. 
Concentration is the secret of many a 
singer’s success. 

Sing everything as the author wrote 
it, for one should be as truthful in music 
as in history. 

Plan your mode of living and hours 
foreating, sleeping and exercising accord- 
ing to the manner in which they affect 
your singing. 

Throw your whole soul into your sing- 
ing. Live in the song while you sing it. 
The sympathy and interest of an andi- 
ence are most frequently gained by the 
sincere, soulful and truthful rendering 
of a selection. 

Cultivate animation, warmth of spirit 
and coloring in rendering your songs. 

Train yourselfto--be cool headed and 
collected when singing. 

Sing without notes when possible. You 
ean produce better dramatic effects and 
hold your audience better by so doing. 

Don’t try to study music, art and sci- 
ence all at the same time. Select one 
and do that well. 

Don’t think of making music your pro- 
fession unless you have a more than or- 
dinary talent for it. The musical pro- 
fession is always crowded with perform- 
ers, except at the very top, where there 
is always plenty of room. 

Don't think of making music your pro- 
fession unless you have plenty of money 
to give yourself the best possible musical 
education, 

Don’t think that training in execution 
and technique of the voice only is suf- 
ficient. The professional singer-should 
be a perfect reader and well schooled in 
counterpoint and harmony. 

Don’t think the life of a successful 
singer is easy. The more successful the 
singer the more she becomes a slave to 
her profession. 

Don’t make a practice of humming. It 
tires the voice. 

Don’t practice long at a time, especial- 
ly if you are just beginning. Itis much 
better to practice little and often. 

Don’t eat just before singing. A hearty 
meal several hours before and a light 
stimulating refreshment just before you 
sing are much better. 

Don’t drink wine for a stimulant. It 
is not only drying to the throat, but is 
too strong a stimulant. A person needs 
to be especially self composed when sing- 
ing. 

bon't indulge in mannerisms and 
catchy originalities in rendering your se- 
lections. A natural manner and sincero 
singing are much more pleasing and do- 
sirable.—Boston Journal.

What Drumlins Are, 

Professor Barton of the Institute of 
Technology gave a half hour talk befo 
the students of the Chauncy Hall school 
the other morning on “Drumlins.” It 
is only within a few years that any ex- 
tended research has been made into the 
history of drumlins. The investigations 
in this state have been conducted largely 
by Professor Barton himself. A drum- 
lin, as the speaker explained, is a mound 
of material projecting upward from the 
surface of the earth toa sufficient height 
to be called a hill. This mound or hill 
is made from loose bits of earth and 
rocks torn from ledges at the time—some 
thousands of years ago—when this part 
of the earth was covered with a sheet of 
ice at least 4,000 feet in thickness. As 
this vast sheet moved off to the south- 
ward it carried with it quantities of 
earth and small fragments of rock, 
which were deposited in valleys or heap- 
ed into drumlins. 

The reason for the depositing of the 
matter in valleys is an easy one to ex- 
plain, but how it came to be piled into 
hills has never yet been discovered. The 
professor is at the present time making 
this the subject of a Special study, and 
he hopes to solve the mystery before he 
concludes the work of making a map of 
the state of Massachusetts, showing the 
location of the 1,500 drumlins within its 
bordezs.—Boston Transcript.
